THAW, AGAIN LOSER, 
TO KEEP UP FIGHT 


Slayer of Stanford White, 
Sent Back to Asylum, 
Will Try for Jury 
Hearing Next. 


MOTHER ASSAILS JEROME. 


Justice Mills Declares Young 
Prisoner at Large Would 
Be a Menace to Pub- 
lic Safety. 


White Plains, N. Y., Aug. 12.—[Special.}— 
Harry Kendall Thaw, slayer of Stanford 
White, must go back to Matteawan asylum, 
but he will be treated with more considera- 
tion than heretofore in the matter of per- 
sonal accommodations at the asylum. 

Though termed a paranoilac, dangerous to 
be at large, and fated once more to enter 
the abode of lunatics, Thaw, undiscouraged 
by the several successive defeate in his long 
fight for liberty, immediately in the wake of 
the court’s adverse decision announced a 
new plan of attack. 

Coolly denying the court's opinion that he 
still harbored the same delusions that drove 
him to shoot White, the wealthy young pris- 
oner said he would at once continue his 
battle for freedom. His next move, he said, 
would be directed towerd getting a jury 
hearing. 

Thinks Thaw Still Insane. 

In his decision today sending Thaw once 
more to the asylum for the insane, Justice 
Isaac N. Mills of the New York Supreme 
court acted upon the following beliefs: 

That Thaw was insane when he killed White, 

That Thaw has not yet recovered his sanity. 

That public peace and safety would be en- 
dangered by setting Thaw at large. 

Justice Mills expressed deep sympathy for 
Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw, the prironer's 
mother, and her exposition of the “‘ horrors 
of Matteawan”™ on the stand evidently 
prompted his recommendation that Thaw be 
allowed greater privileges at that institution. 
At the same time he gently chided Mrs. 
Thaw for her censure of District Attorney 


Jerome. 


Mother Still Bitter at Jerome. 

Notwithstanding the court's chiding, the 
mother is just as bitter against thee@listrict 
attorney as ever, as is evidenced by the fo)- 
lowing statement she gave out tonight: 

‘* Let no one imagine for a moment on read- 
ing this opinion of Justice Millis that it 
means a victory for the district attorney of 
the county of New York. 

“One by one the delusions with which he 
and his alienists started: out were proved, 
each by the mouths of several Witnesses, to 
be stubborn facts that would not down at 
his bidding. 

‘Every prop was taken from under that 
arrogant, vindictive persecutor of a sane 
acquitted man. 

‘So baffled was he that when he rose to 
make his closing speech (for argument it 
was not) he had more the appearance of a 
schoolboy compelled to say a piece than the 
sometimes courageous, mature sophist who 
dominates the courts of his own judicial dis- 
trict, except when wealthy malefactors are 
under trial. 

Calls Justice’s Decision Cruel. 

“The license allowed him during the en- 
tire hearing to torture and insult in every 
possible way the map who at every turn 
showed himself reasonable, courteous al- 
ways, even to his tormentor, appeared to 
all unprejudiced minds to indicate but one 
thing. To all it looked as if the judge, in 
allowing such unparalleled opportunity for 
every form of brutality, was actuated by a 
desire to prevent his charging at the end 
that he had not had every opportunity to 
strain to the utmost the powers of endur- 
ance of the man who was for the time in his 
power. 

“Tt is impossible to fathom the workings 
of the human mind, dnd so the reason for 
this' totally unexpected and crue! decision of 
the trial judge must.remain a mystery. 

‘Meanwhile my son, my daughter, and I 
have no alternative but to take up again 
the burden I had every reason to believe was 
behind us forever. We, exiled from our two 
homes and all the regular flow of life, will 
remain close to the gate and so help the son 
and brother to endure an existence which, 
if perpetual, would be far worse than death 
itself; trusting in God's overruling provi- 
dence in His own good time to vindicate the 
right. MARY COPLEY THAW.” 

The foregoing statement was issued after 
Mrs. Thaw and her daughter, formerly the 
Countess of Yarmouth, had visited Thaw in 
the jail. Both the prisoner and his sister 
seemed anxious-to shield the mother as much 
as possible. Thaw himeelf had given the 
first news of the decision to his mother’s 
companien over the telephone, directing that 
it be broken to her as gently as possibie, 


No Crumb of Comfort for Thaw. * 
, Thaw’s latest attempt to gain his liberty 
met defeat when Juetice Mills dismissed the 
writ of habeas corpus. The signing of an 
order sending Thaw back to Matteawan, 
scheduled to take place tomorrow morning, 
is all that remains to complete the failure 
of this latest appeal to the courts. 

There is no crumb of comfort for Thaw in 
the opinion. All the contentions of hig old 
adversary, District Attorney Jerome, are 
supported, and it is declared that Thew still 
ig insane, still suffering from persistent de- 
lusions, and still as much @ paranolac as on 
the day he shot Stanford White. 

The order for Thaw’'s recommitment will 
be presented to Justice Mills tomorrow morn- 
ing by Deputy Attorney General Prentice. 
and Attorney Morechayser then will have a 
chance to oppose it or strive for a modifica- 
tion. Such action, however, it is believed, 
will be purely formal, in view of the de- 
ciaive nature of the opinion handed down 
today. 

His Calmness Was snened. 

Thaw, in the ‘White Piains jail, received 
the news with an outward calmness, which 
appeared, hawever, more forced than real. 
He declined to give out any extended state- 
ment, contenting himself with the asset tion 
that he was not disheartened. 

‘My next efforts,” he said, “ will be cen- 
tered upon the Court of Appeals, through 
which I expect to secure a hearing before a 
jury in my effort to. have my commitment 
to Matteawan set aside.” 

The case before the Court of Appeals, to 
which Thaw referred, is one which has been 
under consideration for some time. It came

MRS, BELMONT GIVES MANSION 


Orders Hall for Use of Suffra- 
gettes in New Townhouse. 


PLANS NEWPORT LECTURES. 


Will Throw Open Marble Palace to 
Gain Funds. 


New York, Aug. 12.~[{Special.J—Not con- 
tent with opening Marble house at Newport 
for suffragette lectures and giving the Na- 
tional Woman's Suffrage association luxuri- 
ous headquarters in Fifth avenue, Mrs. O. 
H. P. Belmont announced today that she is 
building an addition to be called the armory, 
an exact reproduction of a room in the late 
Mr. Belmont’s house, Belgourt, at Newport, 
in her new house at 477 Madison avenue, 
which is to be devoted to the cause this win- 
ter. This new house now is nearing comple- 
tion, the architect promising that it will be 
ready for occupancy on Jan. 1. 

“ Since my house has been started,” said 
Mrs. Belmont today in her apartment at the 
St. Regis, “I have become an ardent suf- 
fragette. It seemed to me I could serve the 
cause in no better way than by providing a 
large hall in which prominent suffragettes 
might lecture during the winter. 

‘So! I asked my architect to arrange for 
this armory, which will be decorated with 
the armor which hangs in a similar hall in 
Mr. Belmont’s old Newport home, Belcourt. 
Of course, I shall use the room for other pur- 
poses, but my Incentive for building it was 
to devote it to the cause of woman's suf- 
frage. 


Sons Sympathize with Suffrage. 

“My enthusiasm for suffrage grows all 
the time. Every one of my children is sym- 
pathetic with me in regard to the work. Of 
course, it would be impossible for the Duch- 
ess of Marlborough to be an active suffra- 
gette, but she believes in the idea. Two of 
my sons—W. K. Vanderbilt Jr. and Harold 
Vanderbilt—have promised to sit on the plat- 
form at the public lectures which will be 
given at Marble house tn Newport on Au- 
gust 24 and 28. 

“You see, I believe that one of the weak- 
nesses in the fight hitherto has been the fact 
that more men were not interested in suff- 
rage. I shall endeavor to interest the men 
of my acquaintance, if in no other way, at 
least financially. 

“You see, I don’t believe in Individual 
work In any case. All the work for a cause 
like this must be collective. That is why 1 
haye thrown myself into the fight with ex- 
isting suffragette institutions. *I shall work 
entirely with the city, state and nationa!] in- 
stitutions. Of course I am getting up a 
special league of my own, but that Is to be 
only one smal! part of this large body. 


Lectures Will Be for Funds. 

“Juet now I am interested erpecially in 
making a success of the coming lectures. 
at-‘Marbdle house. On the firét oecasion Dr. 
Anna Howard Shaw will speak, and on the 
second Prof. Charles Zueblin. ‘Tickets for 
Rese lectures are $5 each, and the money 
raised will be devoted entirely to our 
campaign. 

“Until now I have always felt it best 
not to open Marble house to public view, 
because it has been used as my private 
residence, although I should have liked to 
please the many art students who have 
made a request to see it in past years. I 
am departing from my old rule simply be- 
cause I believe the step may tend to in- 
crease interest in the crusade for votes for 
women. 

“Ty have studied the question of suffrage 
in England thoroughly. I have talked with 
Mrs. Pankhrust and her daughter. I have 
been to innumerable meetings thsre, and I 
am convinced more militant methods must be 
adopted in this country if we hope to suc- 
ceed. I do not think it necessary to go as 
far as the English suffragettes have gone, 
but I do think we shall have to fight to gain 
what we want. 

“I belleve most emphatically in street 
meetings, for one thing. This winter we 
hope to have a lecture nearly every day. 
Some prominent speaker will be heard in 
some part of New York at least six days 
every week, and the subject always will 
be ‘Votes for Women.’ The armory in my 
new home will be opened for the purpose 
as often as it is needed.’ 


BUSSE WILL NOT NAME CHIEF 
ON ‘FRIDAY THE THIRTEENTH.’ 


Mayor Declares He Is Not Superstitious, 
but Decides to Let Appointment Rest 
for One Day. < 


Superstition today takes a hand In the de- 
lay marking the appointment of a general 
superintendent ef police. This is that old 
hoodoo—" Friday the thirteenth "—and 
Mayor Busse will not name a chief today. 

‘IT am not any more superstitious than the 
ordinary man,’’ he said. as he left his office 
in midafternoon, “ but there won't be any 
chief appointed on Friday, Aug. 13, 199. I 


*>am not in any hurry about this and it can 


wait another day at least.”’ 

The mayor was incensed earlier in the day 
because he had been told that a city hall 
official had disclosed some confidential in- 
formation about his plans. He declared that 
his consideration of candidates hereafter will 
be kept secret between himself and his per- 
sonal secretary, Harry A. Smith. The only 
statement suggestive of information was 
that he considered no one candidate now in 
the lead of all the several score that have 


been suggested to him. 


LEWISTON IN AIRSHIP SAILS 
SECRET TRIP AT RIVERSIDE. 


Inventor Declares His Flight Was a 
Success—-Chicago Aero Club Presi- 
dent Visits Him. 


Charles Lewiston made a secret filght in his 
airship Wedmesday afternoon at Riverside, 
and it is said to have been a succesa, The 
flight wae ea short one and was made without 
motors. 

After gliding along the gtound for a few 
yards the airship rose quickly. Mr. Lewiston 
said it did not swerve or waver and that he 
had excellent control of it until it alighted.

NEW WAGE OFFER 
PROMISES PEACE 


Railways Company Head Sug- 
gests Another Scale to Men, 
Who.Say It Is Accept- 
able to Them. 


SOUTH SIDE CASE TODAY. 


Similar Proposition Expected 
from President Mitten; Em- 
ployes Will Vote at 
Meetings Later. 


A new offer of peace from John M. Roach— 
one that carries with it provision for in- 
creased wages immediately for all motormen 
and conductors at present employed by the 
Chicago Railways company—brightened the 
gloom of the traction wage dispute yester- 
day. It may bring a settlement of the entire 
question between all the companies and their 
employ és. 

* The offer, which was received with expres- 
sions of favor by leaders of the employés who 
met Mr. Roach in conference, is in the form 
of a three year contract giving all present 
trainmen an immediate increase of 1 cent an 
hour in wages and graduating upwards to a 
maximum scale of 30 cents an hour at the 
expiration of two years. According to the 
terms of the contract, men who may be em- 
ployed after the contract is signed wil! start 
at 23 cents an hour and rise to a scale of 26 
cents am hour at the expiration of two years. 

The status of 500 employés running cars 
over the lines of the old Consolidated com- 
pany, which is béing operated by the Rail- 
ways company, is an obstacle which remains 
to be negotiated before the union officials will 
consent to give their unqualified approval to 
the offer. Another obstacle is the status of 
the barn men and other employés who belong 
in the union with the motormen and conduc- 
tors. 


Accountants Prepare Figures. 

In preparation for another .conference 
with the representatives of his employés 
on Monday or Tuesday, Mr. Roach instructed 
his accountants to make ready figures to 
form a basis for an offer in respect to the 
consolidated lines and employés other than 
trainmen. If expectations of traction of- 
ficials and union leaders are realized, the 
remaining bridges in the path of complete 
settlement will be crossed in time for a 
report to the regular meeting of the union 
next Thursday night. 

If the offers of Mr. Roach are accepted 
at that time, it le expected that all the di- 
visions of the union wil) be found signing 
up contracts with the respective employing 
companies of the city the latter part of this 
week. 

President Thomas E. Mitten of the City 
railway company,~it 4s believed, will make 
an offer of the general scope of Mr. Roach's 
to the wage scale committee of hisemployés, 
which {s scheduled to meet in Mr. Mitten’s 
office this afternoon. It was understood yes- 
terday that the offer of Mr. Roach repre- 
sented the attitude of both of the big com- 
panies on the wage question. 

In detail the contract proposed by Mr. 
Roach provides that all men now in the em- 
ploy of the Chicago railways shall receive an 
increase of 1 cent an hour, amounting to an 
hourly wage of 28 cents, dating from Aug. 1 
of the present year and extending Until Aug. 
1, 1910. 


Will Reach 30 Cent Mark. 

The next year the hourly wage is to be 
raised another cent, making it 20, and for the 
third year of the contract a scale of 30 cents 
is to be paid. Aside from the exclusion of 
future employés from the ccnspicuous in- 
creases, the question of seniority of service 
was waived by Mr. Roach. 

Future employés will receive a little less 
under the section of the proposed contract 
applying to them than they would have got 
under the old scale. That provides for 27 
cents an hour after one year of service. The 
future employés, under the proposed new 
contract, will receive 28 cents an hour during 
the first six months of their service, 24 the 
next six months, 25 the second year, and 24 
the third. 

President M. C. Buckley of the Union of 
City Railway Employés demurred a little at 
the discrimination against future employés, 
but it was believed generally that the men 
now in the unions are anxious to look out for 
themselves now and let future employés 
climb a wage ladder as best they can. 

The attitude of Walter L. Fisher, special 
traction representative of the city, who at- 
tended the conference, was that the strike 
question virtually was settled by the offer of 
Mr. Roach. 

‘Mr. Roach has submitted a proposition to 
the men which is satisfactory to them,” was 
Mr. Fisher's forma] statement when he cama 
out of the conference, looking nappy. 


Roach Also Expects Peace. 

“A schedule of wages has been submitted 
to the men, and we feel it will be acceptable,"’ 
said Mr. Roach, his face also wreathed in 
smiles. ‘“‘The relations between th!s com- 
pany and its men always have been cordial 
and we belleve they will so continue.” 

It was said that Mr. Roach’s attitude on 
the matters remaining unsetiled in his 
scheme of propositions was simply that he 
firet must figure them out in dollars and 
cents and see what the company could afford 
to do. The employés on the Consolidated 
lines recefved lower wages than the Rallways 
employés up to the passage of the prerent 
traction ordinances, when they were given 
the same as the men of the bigger concern. 

The Elston avenue, Irving Park boulevard, 
Harrison etreet, Cicero and Proviso, and 
other “lines with yellow cars’ are included 
in the Consolidated lines. The union officials 
will be notified today of the date upon which 
the figures ordered by Mr. Roach will be 
ready.

LIGHTNING PUTS OUT LIGHTS 


Thunder Storm Disables Canal 
Power Plant at Lockport. 


HOUSES IN CITY ARE STRUCK. 


Boit Hurls Girl and Mojorman from a 
Street Car. 


The power plant of the drainage canal at 
Lockport was disabied by an electric storm 
that swept over Chicago and vicinity about 
midnight last night and many parts of the 
city were left in darkness. The loop district 
and many_outlying sections were without 
lights. 

Three persons were shocked by lightning, 
several houses were damaged, and the front 
of a street car demolished. One of the per- 
sons shocked was @ girl,\janother a police- 
man, and a third a motorman. 


Houses Damaged by Bolts. 

*The residences struck are: 

A. J. Hemerling and W. Rice's, 3442 Emeraid 
avenue; slight damage to roof by fire. 

Michael McAuley’s house, 311 Emerald avenue; 
slight damage to roof. 

Alfred Duston’s residence, 53831 West Ohio 
street: roof and chimney torn off; damage small. 

James W. Scoville’s boarding house at Lake street 


and Oak Park avenue, Oak Park; lightning flashed 
from electric lamp; boarders frightened. 


. Many Streets in Darkness. 

Large sections of the city were in dark- 
ness after the storm and firemen and elec- 
tricians began work immediately in an effort 
to restore the lights, but up to an early 
hour this morning the streets were still in 
darkness. 

A Fortieth avenue street car was struck 
by Nghtning at West Fourteenth street and 
Fortieth avenue. Rose Wilens, 256 Ward 
street, who was standing on the front plat- 
form, and the motorman whose name the 
police did not learn, were throwm from the 
car. Both suffered slight injuries. 

George G. Lineck, a policeman of the Aus- 
tin station, was badly scorched by elec- 
tricity when lightning struck a patro] box 
from which he was calling at Preirie ave- 
nue and West Lake street. He was re- 
moved to St. Ann's hospital. 


Oak Park “L” Traffic Stopped. 

Traffic on the Chicago and Oak Park ele- 
vated railroad -was stopped for two hours 
after the storm. Passengers of several trains 
on the way to Oak Park sat at the end of 
the elevated structure at Fortieth avenue 
and Lake street and waited while a break 
caused by the storm was repaired in the over- 
head trolley wires which furnish power for 
the trains after they leave Fortieth avenue. 
The damage was repaired at 1 o'clock thig 
morning, and the schedule on the road wag 
resumed. 

During the day the temperature was mod- 
erate in Chicago, the maximum being 78 de- 
grees at 10 o'clock in the morning, 

It was the hottest day of the season in cen- 
tral Illinois.

PLAN APPEAL TO TAFT, 


Secretary Defended by Geological 
Survey Head and Hit Again 
by Former Governor 
Pardee. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] 

Spokane, Wash. Aug. 12—[Specijal.J~ 
Friends of the reclamation service are circu- 
lating the report among delegates to the na- 
tional irrigation congress that charges of @ 
serious nature against Sécretary of the In- 
terior Ballinger are to be laid before President 
Taft Saturday at Beverly. It is asserted that 
the charges are backed up by a number of 
affidavits. These are in possession of a man 
who ts said to have passed through Chicago 
with them yesterday on his way east. 

“Do those charges relate to water power 
sites?’ was asked. 

“It is something far worse than that,” 
was the reply from a well known member of 
the reclamation service. ‘‘ The charges re- 
late to transactions in Alaska.’’ 

Open war has broken out between the 
friends and foes of Secretary Ballinger and it 
is believed thateither Mr. Ballinger or hig 
opponents, Forester Pischot and Director 
Newell of the reclamation service, must 


_jJeave the government service. The public 


charges that have been made are of 80 
serious a nature that it ie thought certala 
that President Taft will find it necessary to 
decide between the combatants. 


Charges Involve Coal Lands. 

The charges involve what is known as the 
Cunningham group of coal land entries in 
Alaska. The allegations include the names 
of several individuals, including that of @ 
United States senator. 

Coa! lands of remarkable richness aggre- 
gating over 5,000 acres are up for patent in 
the interior department, and it is rumored 
that Ballinger has allowed the case to run 
to such a length that it will be impossible 
to prevent patents being issued to the vari- 
ous persons involved. 

Clurence C. Cunningham, a mining man 
from Idaho, a few years ago formed em 
association consisting of himself and thirty- 
two other individuals and filed on 5,280 acres 
of coal land thirty miles north of Katalda, 
Alaska. 

‘Has Rich Coal Deposits. 

The land is described as containing the 
richest coal deposits in the north. The vei 
in many places is sixty feet thick and the 
product is sgid to be better steam coal than 
now is produced anywhere on the Pacific 
coast. 

The filing was made during Secretary 
Hitcheock’s term. He suspected a “‘ grab ”™ 
and suspende?é the issuance of patents. Sec- 
retary Garfield, when he assumed office, dis- 
patched agents to inspect the land. While 
the case was still in suspension, congress 
passed a law restricting contiguous coal 
land holdings of associations and individuals 
to 2,560 acres, and forbidding action of indi- 
viduals in. combination, 

During the interim between Mr. Ballinger’s 
two terms of service with the government, 
or after he had retired as commissioner of 
the general land office, he became attornepy 
for the Cunningham association and ate : 
tempted to put through their claims at Wash- 
ington. The unsettled case was one of the 
legacies Secretary Garfield left to Mr. Balk 
linger. 

Fight Renewed at Congress. 

The fight between the secretary and For- 
ester Pinchot was renewed at today's ses- 
sion of the national irrigation congress and 
the intense bitterness of feeling was once 
more in evidence, but the friends of Secre- 
tary Ballinger appeared to have gained in 
strength during the night. Mr. Ballinger, 
found his first defender in George Otis Smith, 
director of the United States geological 
eurvey. 

Mr. Smith was granted the platform on « 
claim of personal privilege in order that he 
could explain facts bearing on the public 
land work of the geological survey. 

Mr. Smith gave figures regarding with- 
drawal of power sites on the public land and 
continued: 

‘* Now the question has been raised, and I 
am glad to meet it frankly, whether between 
the date of restoration of these Montane 
power site lands and that of their subse- 
quent second withdrawal ‘ most, if not all, of 
those powersites had been grabbed.’ Gov. 
Pardee again well expresses this question. 

“The real question is whether power sites 
have been entered on because Secretary Bak 
linger restored to entry lands which Secre- 
tary Garfield withdrew from entry. 


Misprint Mixes Figures. 

“The press story the other day specifies 
that June 11 the power monopoly of the 
Missouri river in Montana was cinched by 
the filing at Bozeman of an entry of 15,868 
acres. This is plainly a typographical error, 
for May 1 there were only 5,000 acres of 
vacant land on the Missouri river between 
Three Forks and Great Falls. 

“I notice, however, in thie morning’s Re- 
view a 80 per cent reduction of this acreage, 
and the June 11 entry becomes one of 158.68 
acres, and this deserves consideration; yet 
the water power entryman who can makethe 
four forties shoestring the six miles of the 
Missouri river deserves to become an In- 
diana politician. The record of the intertor 
department shows that all the vacant land 
along the Missouri river between Great Falls 
and Three Forks was withdrawn May 29, 
as well ag action suspended on 1,300 acres en- 
tered before the first withdrawal. That ie 
to say that June 11 this land in question, 
if it was on the river and of value for power 
or reservoir purposes in the judgment of 
the geological survey, could not be entered. 

“In the search after the truth of the 
matter let us make the question as broad 
as possible. Was thie or any other power 
right land in this part of Montana actually 
entered after the date of Ballinger’s res- 
toration order—namely: April 107 I simpiy 
offer the evidence on this point from the 
official records at Washington. — 


Bozeman Returns Refute Report. 

“ Official returne from the Bozeman office 
for the months of April and May show that 
no Heu Jand or other selections or entries pos- 
sible to be made by a corporation were filed, 
and official returns of the month of June, 
which covers a period while the last order 
of withdrawal is in effect, shows one Meu 
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ment from Helena: ‘Records of Bozeman 


= land office show no filings. Positively no 
'  foindation for rumor.’ 


“The press report further specifies that 
these entries were made by Jeremiah Collins, 
though in another name. Here again the evi- 
- @ence does not bear out the press statement.

4.’ and from the Montana division chief this: 
‘Collins denies making any filings of any 

bature.’ 

“Nor do I believe the General Electric 
company controle all the Montana power 
sites on the three forks of the Missouri. I 
have just received information from the sur- 
vey. officer supporting these power site with- 
@rawals that the best power on the Madison 
river is undoubtedly in control of the gov- 

ernment. ‘ 

Explains Late Withdrawals. 
“Another question has been asked which 
would be pertinent if it had any basis in 
fact. Why were some of the Montana lands 
not withdrawn until as late as June 26? 
The withdrawal of June 26 covered Clark's 
fork, which never had been withdrawn be- 
fore. This, like twenty-three other with- 
drawals, was a new move in this work of 
conserving the power sites on the public do- 
main. 

“ Even this week the acting secretary of the 
interior has withdrawn 6,450 acres more in 
Montana on the recommendation of the 
acting director of the geological survey. So 
you see while the newspaper writers have 
been fabricating their tissues of fancy that 

- won't hold water, the geological survey men 
have been searching the records for unap- 
propriated lands on which possible power 
gites may exist and have been running river 
‘profiles and establishing gauging stations on 
the rivers of the western states. And it is 
my purpose to push this work intrusted to 
me on April 23, and I will continue to recom- 
mend to the secretary of the interior with- 
drawals as fast as I can secure the informea- 
tion. 

‘It is easy to criticise a public servant, 
‘but it is real work to follow the positive or- 
ders issued to myself and through me to 
‘my associates, to recommend for withdrawal 
all public lands containing probable power 
sites, and when in doubt to give the benefit of 
the doubt to the power site.”

®COAL FRAUD HEARING COMING. 

Denver, Colo., Aug. 12.—Within a montha 
hearing will begin in Seattle, Wash., that 
government officials here assert will disclose 
proof of gigantic frauds in connection/with 
coal lands in Alaska. 

The facts pointing to alleged frauds are 
known, to Secretary Ballinger and Fred Den- 
nett, commissioner of the general land office. 
That more than 200,000 acres of rich coai 
lands in Alaska, some of them having veins 
sixty-five’ feet in thickness, have been filed 
upon by dummy entrymen, procured through 
agents of six large corporations, the land 
office has ample evidence to prove, accord- 
ing to information made public tonight. 


The view of General Land Office Commis-. 


sioner Dennett is given out that all entries 
found to be fraudulent should be canceled 
at once. 

The government’s interest lies in the wish 
to have the great Alaskan coal fields opened 
to supply coal for\the ships of the navy sta- 
tioned in the Pacific. It is said the opening 
of the Alaskan deposits will give the United 
States control of the commerce of the Pacific 
ocean by reason of its ability to supply fuel 
from a field almost inexhaustible. 


Chicago Concern Interested. 

One of the coal companies involved in the 
alleged fraud is located in Seattle, another in 
New York, and still others in San Francisco, 
Omaha, and Chicago. The so-called dummy 
entrymen were recruited_principally from 
the docks of Seattle, the mines of Butte, 
Mont.,.and from the:Jaboring classes of Ché- 
cago. In many instances, according to gov- 
ernment inspectors, these men never saw or 
heard of each other, although they were de- 
scribed in the filing papers as members of a 
corporation organized for developing sec- 
tions of the Alaskan fields.

Fires When Upbraided in Street; 
Caught After. Auto Chase. 


The first serious trouble to mark the long 
standing strike of the Western News com- 
pany drivers took place yesterday afternoon 
when George H. Vanderbeck, a 16 year old 
non-union driver for the company, shot and 
probably fatally wounded Arthur Gildner, 
23 years old, a driver for Hibbard, Spencer, 
Bartlett & Co. : 

A bullet from Vanderbeck’s revolver en- 
tered Gildner’s spine, and it was at first 
thought he had been killed. He was takeh 
to the North Chicago hospital. Following 
an operation it was said he had slight 
chance of recovery. The spinal cord is sup- 
posed to be partly severed, and he is para- 
lyzed from his waist down. 

Gildner was shot at North Clark street 
and Sherman place, near thé new car barns, 
and several persons witnessed the shooting. 
Vanderbeck threw away his revolver and 
ran north along Clark street. Several men 
started in pursuit, but the youth soon out- 
distanced them. 


Accident, Says Prisoner. 

It looked as iff Vanderbeck would make 
good his escape, when Policeman Swanson of 
the Sheffield avenue station pressed an auto- 
mobile into service and captured him. The 
prisoner was taken to the police station and 
questioned by Lieut. Welsh. He made a 
statement in which he declared that the 
shooting was accidental. 

According to information obtained by the 
police Gildner and Elmer Johnson, who live 
at 925 North Maplewood avenue, were driv- 
ing one of the Hibbard-Spencer-Bartlett 
wagons north on Clark etreet when Vander- 
beck approached in the Western News wagon. 
He was stopped by the two men and up- 
braided for taking the place of the striking 
union drivers. 

**They called me a fink,’’ said Vanderbeck, 
* but I paid no attention to them until they 
got off the wagon and seemed about to at- 
tack me. One of them threw a brick and 
struck me in the back. Then I drew my re- 
volver and warned them to stand back. Gild- 
ner slightly turned away and while I was 
waving my revolver it exploded and he fell 
to the ground. I didn’t intend to shoot either 
of the men, as I never saw them before and 
had nothing against them. It was an acci- 
dent pure and simple and he brought it upon 
himeelf.”’ 

Witness Blames Youth. 

Johnson placed the blame for the shooting 
on Vanderbeck. He said that the young man 
was brandishing the revolver when it was, 
fired. 

“We were talking to him, when he sud- 
denly drew his revolver,” said Johnson. “ He 
began waving it back and forth. Then he 
fired and, Gildner fell to the ground.” 

Johnson is being held at the Sheffield ave- 
nue station as a witness, although he prob- 
ably will be released today when his state- 
ment is taken by Lieut. Walsh. 

The union drivers of the Western News 
company have been on a strike for several 
months, and nonunion men have been em- 
ployed to take their places. Vanderbeck-: 
went to work for the company in June. He 
is said to have told his employers that he 
was 21 years old in order to obtain employ- 
ment. He said he carried the revolver be- 
cause he was afraid the strikers would attaek 
him. 


GOVERNMENT COUNSEL GIVES 
SURPRISE IN SUTTON INQUIRY. 


Says He Will Make No Opening Address 
Unless Necessary—Evidence in Pro- 
ceeding Summed Up Today. 


Annapolis, Md., Aug. 12.—After an investi@ 


gation extending over a period of more than 
three weeks, the naval court of inquiry into 
the death of Lieut. James N. Sutton. U. S. 
M. C., here on Oct. 13, 1907, finished the taking 
of testimony today. Tomorrow will be given 
over to the summing up, when it was stated 
by counsel that the arguments would be 
com pleted. 

The court will then prepare its report and 
forward it to the navy department, as re- 
quired by the precept. 

In connection with the closing hours of the 
day, Maj. Leonard, judge advocate, furnished 
a surprise when he stated that he would have 
no opening address to make in behalf of the 
government unless something might be said 
by the attorneys or other parties to the in- 
vestigation that would require explanation 
or reply. 

The cross examination of Dr. E. M. Shaef- 
fer of Washington, D. C., called as an expert 
in gunshot wounds, was finished in the morn- 
ing. 


Tear Down House 100 Years Old. 

The condemned house at 1465 Elmwood avenue, 
said to be the oldest in Bvanston, and in which 
Abraham Lincoln is said to have spent a night fn 
1850. was torn down yesterday on orders from the 
council The house is said to have been built 
almost a century ago by Michael Carroll, a team- 
ster, who died more than twenty years ago. 


A SLAP AT MADDEN 
Building Trades Couneil Will 
Aim at Internal and Ex- 


PAINTERS BACK AT WORK 


Brief Strike on School Buildings 
Costs Them $20,000, All 
for Nothing. 


To prevent jurisdictional strikes and to 
promote harmonious relations between em- 
ployers and the various building trades unions 
—such, it was announced last evening, will 
be the aims of the new Chicago Building 
Trades council of the American Federation 
of Labor. The new council held a meeting at 
44 La Salle street and completed its organi- 
zation. 

A charter was received from the national 
labor federation and an executive committee 
was elected consisting of one business agent 
from each of eleven building trades unions 
represented at the meeting. 

The formation of the new body has put 
Martin B. (“ Skinny ’’) Madden out of busi- 
ness as “ czar ’’ of the buliding trades unions 
in Chicago. While Madden’s name was not 
mentioned at the ‘meeting, indirect refer- 
ences to the convicted labor leader and his 
** despicable ’’ methods were made by several 
of the speakers. : 

John Mangan, delegate from the steam- 
fitters’ union, declared that ‘‘ the purifica- 
tion of the labor movement must come from 
within the movement itself and not from 
State’s Attorney Wayman.” 


Will Attend to Own Business. 


John Metz, president of the new council 
and president of the Carpenters’ District 
council, declared that the organization will 
attend strictly to its own business—that of 
creating a repu le and orderly building 
trades organization in Chicago. 

** We are not paying any attention to Mad- 
den,’ said’ he at the close of the meeting. 
“ Our purpose is to build up, not to tear down. 
We feel that this organisation will be wel- 
comed by the building trades employers be- 
cause of our attitude toward jurisdictiona] 
disputes. The policy of this body will to 
prevent such strikes by settling all jurisdic- 
tional disputes among ourselves, without 
involving the employers.” 

Thirty-nine delegates from. eleven differ- 
ent trades, representing 25,000 building trades 
workers, were present. Trades affitated are 
the carpenters, steamfitters, hoisting en- 
gineers, marble workers, tile layers, ele- 
vator constructors, pldsterers, German hod- 
carriers, structural fronworkers, and the 
sheet metal workers. 

The glassworkers and other trades have 
applied for membership. * 


Painters Return to Schools. 


The painters who struck on the public 
school buildings went back to work during 
the day. This step was taken as a result of 
an agreement between School Architect 
Dwight H. Perkins and union representatives 
that if the strikers returned te work Mr. 
Perkins would not report them to the civil 
service commission as having absented 
themselves from duty without permission. 

This strike, which was called by Madden 
last nday, cost the painters nearly $20,- 
000. Of course ‘‘ Skinny” did not get the 
money, but, nevertheless, the artisans were 
out that sum. 

This ts not a matter of speculation, but of 
calculation. The scale paid to union paint- 
ers in Chicago is $4.40 a day. Fifteen hun- 
dred of them were forced Into idleness by the 
waning ‘“‘ czar’s’’ mandate. They loafed for 
three days. By simple process of arithmetic 
it is shown that the actual loss to the painters 
in dollars and cents was $19,800. 

In addition to this must be counted the 
wage of the foremen who handled the various 
gangs at work upon the school buildings. 
Their pay is slightly In excess of the com- 
mon workman, bringing the total up to at 
least the full $20,000, and possibly over. 


Contractors Also Losers. 


More than this, the case of the contractors 
is to be considered. An interruption in work, 
especially when it comes on a close contract, 
often involves a loss to the man who has it 
in charge. Painters believe that the con- 
tractors’ loss mounted Into the thousands of 
dollars. The order calling the strike came 
just as the work was to be started for the 
week, and thus disarranged plans, he 
order calling the strike off came in the mid¥le 
of the week and late in an afternoon when 
it was impossible to notify all the men, so 
that in many cases they were not on hand 
to begin again. 

“If the strike had had any sense to it.” 
said one painter, a member of local 275, 
“there wouldn't have been any holler from 
us. But I'll be hanged if I’ve been able to 
figure out just what it was all about. Some 
said it was done to make Erickson, the non- 
unfon contractor, sign up, but I think that a 
poor way.to force a man to join the union— 
making the painters stand the brunt.’’ 

Other painters, almost universally, eon- 
demned the calling of the strike.

The Capitol Freehold Land and Investment 
company was formed in 1885 by Amos Bab 
cock, John V. Farwell, C. B. Farwell, and 
Abner Taylor. The grant of land was given 
in payment for building the state capitol. The 
company then issued $10,000.000 stock and 
$5,000,000 bonds, the latter being sold and 
$3,000,000 used to construct the building. The 
proceeds from the sale of the remainder of 
the bonds were used to equip the ranch, and 
the capital stock was taken over by the or- 
ganizers. 

The company is said to have had a pre- 
carious existence until 1898, and had incurred 
heavy iiabilities and had large outstanding 
accounts. More money was needed, which 
was advanced by the two Farwells and Tay- 
lor, and finally in 1904 these three formed a 
syndicate and took over the management of 
the ranch, agreeing to pay the debts and 
transact all the business. An agreement to 
this effect was enteréd into, which was dated 
back to 1893, and which was to terminate 
Jan. 1, 1908. In consideration of the advances 
and the management of the business the syn- 
dicate was to get all the profits from the sale 
of cattle, and was te be allowed operating 
expenses. 


Alleges Profits of $6,000,000. 

Mrs. Babcock alleges that the profits since 
this contract #¥as entered into amount to §6,- 
000.000, but representatives of the syndicate 
deny that they were anywhere near as large, 
and say they are entitled to whatever profits 
there were on account of having saved the 
eompany from bankruptcy. 

Mrs. Babcock alleges in her complaint that 
she is the owner of $350,00u, par value, of the 
stock of the company. She declares that the 
syndicate agreed to turn back 120,000 head of 
cattle to the company at the end of its con- 
tract, but that it actually turned back only 
66,000, She declares that of the $6,000,000 
alleged profits. $1,500,000 is represented by 
the value of the cattle not turned back. She 
alleges further that the directors have not 
met regularly, and have refused te give her 
an accounting, and ghe also makes the state- 
ment that the syndicate has exaggerated the 
losses of cattle in the years 1001, 1905, 1006 
and 1907. 


Another of her complaints is that the funds 


of the company have been used in making 
outside investments for the benefit of mem- 
bers of the syndicate, and that other moneys 
were unaccounted for, and were diverted to 
the syndicate. 

Attorney Holden says that when the cage 
eomes up for hearing he wil) Introduce evi. 
dence tending to showthat the directors have 
been extravagant in the management of the 
company's affairs,.and that some of them, 
whe are titled Englishmen, have been paid 
large annual salaries to act as directors. He 
sdid gmall stockholders have tried for years 
to get money out of the concern without 
avail.

A. T. Curry Says He Was Arrested | 
for Another Man’s Shortage. 


RELATES A STRANGE STORY.

Declares He Took Defanlter’s Position 
as Act of Friendship, 


as —_——— 


Devotion for a friend and the latter's wife 
is the reason ascriced by Arthur T. Curry, 
secretary of the C. H. Thompson Real Estate 
company, for his arrest yesterday on a charge 
of embezzling $3,400 from the firm. 

The friend for whom he says he performed 
this unusual act of kindness is Harry 8. 
Bliss, former secretary of the company, 
whose whereabouts are now unknown. Curry 
Ceclares that three years ago Bliss confessed 
to him that he was about $2,000 short in his 
accounts. 

For the sake of Bliss’ wife, who was tit, 
Curry says, he consented to take the position 
of secretary, and by manipulating the. books 
cover up the alleged embezzlement. 

Since then, Curry asserts, his life has been 
ruined. Fearing from week to week that the 
shortage would be discovered, he says, he 
has been unable to sleep or eat for days at a 
time. 


Gets Job Back for Bliss. 

Once he suceeeced in coaxing Bliss back 
to the city for the purpose, he says. of mak- 
ing him confess his guilt to Mr. Thompson, 
president of the company. Through Curry’s 
influence Bliss was reémployed, as there was 
no suspicion of a shortage. 

Bliss remained one week and kept prom- 
ising from day to day, Curry says, that he 
would make e clean breast of the affair to the 
president. : 

That was two years ago. One day after 
luneh he disappeared from the office ané 
Curry has not heard from him since. 

“I should have placed a revolver to his 
head and made him confess to Mr. Thompson 
that he was a thief,”’ said Curry in his cell at 
the Harrigon street police station. “1 knew 
he was no good and that he had deserted his 
wife and child for another woman. All that 
kept me from showing him up was the old 
friendship for his wife. I did not want her 
to know what a wretch he was.” 


Story of Strong Friendship. 

Curry's story of his devotion for Bliss 
sounds more like fiction than a page from 
real life. At the age of 16 Curry entered 
the employ of the Thompson company, 1606 
Tribune building, as bookkeeper. He formed 
@ strong attachment for Bliss, who for sev- 
eral years had been the company’s secretary. 
Bliss lived in Rogers Park and Curry eften 
went there to dinner. He deseribes Mrs. 
Bliss ag “a fine little woman.” 

Three years ago last July Curry says he 
was implored by Bliss to take the position 
of secretary and shield him from exposure 
and arrest for embezziement. Knowing that 
the wife of Bliss was in poor health and that 
the shock probably would kill her, he says he 
consented. 

“That is where I made the mistake,” séid 
Curry, as tears coursed down his cheeks. 
“He promised to get out and raise enough 
money to make good the shortage and said 
the company would never be the wiser. I was 
only a kid at the time, 18 years old, and [ 
foolishiy fell into the trap. 

** Bliss quit and I was promoted to seere- 
tary. Later I learned that Bliss had’ deserted 
his wife and child and had gone to a Michigan 
resort with a married woman. It was a 
year before I located him at Rockford and 
I indyueed him to return. He said he would 
face the music, and I got him a position 
with the eompany. He staid at my house 
for a week and every day he would say he 
was going to tel] the boss the whole story. 

‘“‘When I returned from lunch one day 


Admits He Also Took Money. 

“In order to keep up the deception I was 
compelled to take money from tinre to time, 
until I wag short somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,500. The thought of being a thief, 
and of being driven to theft to save a friend 
from prison, troubled me day and night. 
When I went on my vacation this year I pur- 
posely left the books in such shape that the 
shortage would be diseovered. I wae called 
back by telegraph from Macatawa, Mich.. 
and accused of being short. I admitted it 
to Mr. Thompson and the company with 
which I am bonded. 

“I made a clean breast of the entire mat- 
ter, telling how I had been dragged into it 
through my great friendship for Bliss and his 
wife. I don't know whether my story is 
believed or not, but it is the truth. 

“ Biigs was not a bonded empioyé. In fact, 
none of the office help was bonded until! last 
December, when Mr. Thompson left Chicago 
for a tour of the world. 

“I told Mr. Thompson I probably could 
straighten out the matter if I were given a 
chance to see my brother, who lives in Phila- 
deiphia. I have telegraphed him, and expect 
he will be here in a day or two.” 

Curry lives with his parents at 5715 Drexel 
avenue.

Court Declares Slayer at Large 
Would Be a Menace to 
Public Safety.

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before Justice Mills last October, when Thaw 

applied for an order setting aside his com- 

mitment on the ground that the court which 

had committed him was without power to 

issue such an order. inasmuch as Thaw at 
“the time was not on trial on a question of 
\ panity. 

At the same time he asked to have the 
question of his mental condition submitted to 
a jury. When Justice Mills promptly denied 
this application, the case was carried to the 
appellate division, which sustained Justice 
Mills. Thaw’s attorney already has made a 

. Becond appeal, and it is upon this appeal that 
Thaw says his efforts now will be based. 


Calls Evelyn’s Stories Improbable. 

Justice Mills in his opinion characterizes 
Evelyn Thaw’s tale of the Madison square 
tower room ard similar stories about White 
told at the sanity hearing as “ wild and 
grossly improbable, evidently to any normal 
mind grossly exaggerated.”” He asserts his 
belief in the testimony of Susan Merrill re- 
garding Thaw's Alleged perverted practices, 
and points out the contrast between Thaw's 
chivalrous attitude as a protector of young 

‘American womanhood and his private life. 
Not the least significant sentence in the, 
decision, in the opinion of lawyers, is one 
‘whicn declares that Thaw’s “ delusions had 
‘become fixed and established prior to tha 
‘time of his marriage.’’ It is painted out that 
this sentence may, if desired, prove grounds 
_for proceedings by Mrs. Evelyn Thaw for 
the annulment of her marriage. 

Charlies Morschauser, Thaw’'s attorney, 
spent half an hour with his client at the jail 
this afternoon. 

**I am stunned,” he said, speaking of the 
decision. *“‘I do not know just what action 
I shal) take until I familiarize myself with 
every detail of Justice Mills’ conclusions and 
consult with Mrs. Mary C. Thaw.” 


Better Treatment for Thaw. 

An unusual paragraph in Justice Mills’ 
opinion is devoted to Mrs. Mary Copley 
_Thaw, the —* mother. The court 
gays: , 

“While paying thie high regard to Dr. 
Baker, the court is by no meane satisfied 
with the treatment which Thaw has re- 
‘ceived at Matteawan since his return there 
‘in October last, after his unsuccessful at- 
tempt in the courts then to obtain his free- 
dom. 

. "No one could help being greatly moved 
by the deep and manifestly unfeigned dis- 
tress of the mother when, as a witness, she 
“narrated that treatment, telling how, after 
his return in October last to the institution, 
he was refused his former comfortably fur- 
-nished room, compelled nightly to undress 
‘im the ward in the presence of fifty or more 
unquestioned lunatics, to pass them through 
‘the infirmary, between rows of cots with 
‘the sick in them, to his room with the bed 
as its sole article of furniture, and remain 
there in darkness. ten hours from 8 p. m. 

“In considering this narrative doubtless 
,allowance must be made for the effect of 
the mother’s feelings. It must be under- 
stood that Thaw is not at the hospital as 
@ criminal to undergo punishment. Tbe jury, 
the supreme authority in the matter, has by 
its verdict declared Thaw innocent of any 
crime in the matter of the homicide, and their 
verdict must be respected, at least by all 
public officials. 


Not There to Be Punished. 

"In ‘the hospital he must be. regarded as 
an unfortunate person afflicted with mental 
derangement, there not to be punished for 
any’ crime, but solely to be cared for, pro- 
tected, and guarded so that he may not in- 
_jure another or himself, but alweys with 
the distinct hope that he ultimately may be 
cured, however great or small that hope 
really be. 

“It is well, doubtless, that care should 
be exercised by the authorities that Thaw 
be not favored because of the wealth and 
social position of his family. It is equally 
well, however, that care’be exercised that 
he be not treated any worse upon those 
“accounts. It may well be that this court, 
in the exercise of its Slenary chancery 
powers; has the authority by order to make 
. Bpecific directions as to the treatment of 
* any inmate in such an institution. 

“However that may be, I venture to sug- 
gest to the authorities there that, when he is 
returned to their custody, the privileges, so- 
called, which he was permitted to enjoy in 
his first three months’ stay there be re- 
stored to him, if such a procedure be not 
found to be clearly incompatible with due 
' @iscipline; and, further, that his venerable 
and most estimable mother be at all times 
, treated with the utmost possible considera- 
tion: Her sorrowfu! condition commands 
the profound sympathy of every normal 
; mind. 

No Undue Zeal by Jerome. 

“ Having, out of consideration for the 
mother's feelings, permitted her as a witness 
to make at will her plea for her son, and in so 
doing to give certain incompetent testimony 
which embraced criticisms of Mr. Jerome, i 
deem it my duty to say that these criticisms 
seem to me to be mistaken and unwarranted, 
although doubtless sincere. 

“In the complete record before me I fina 
mo evidence of any heartlessness or undue 
zeal upon his part. If he made the remark 
remembered by Mrs. Thaw, to the effect that 
he hoped her son would never be released 
from Matteawan, I am confident that it was 
made as the expression, not of a hope but of 
@ conviction, that he would not recover.” 


Conclusions of Justice Mills. 

After these comments on the case, Justice 
Mills draws the following conclusions: 

“ NOLUSION —The insanity 
with which Harry K. Thaw was affiicted on 
June 25, 1906, at the time he committed the 
homicide, was of the kind known as chronic 

’ @elusive insanity, or paranola. This conclu- 
sion rests upon the following facts, which ap- 
pear to me to be clearly proved: ’ 

“ There was in his ancestral stock a sub- 
stantial but not strong trace of insanity. 
By ‘not strong’ is meant the fact that no 

- one of his direct ancestors ever was insane. 
Upon the maternal side two uncles were of 
unsound mind, each at least for a portion 
of his life; and on his father’s side an aunt 
was at least an epileptic and perhaps in- 
Sane; and some more remote relatives un- 
Goubtedly were insane, though as to them 
the evidence is not clear, but there had been 
insanity in one of their ancestral lines not 
common to the prisoner’s own descent. 

As a young chiid he was physically weak 
end puny, exceedingly nervous and abnor- 
mally willful. tay aoe subject to violent 

amoun a to paroxysms of 
excitement without any naturally adequate 
cause. He attended various for dif- 
ferent periods from the age of six upwards, 
but made little progress in ctudy. While 
@{ school, especially in his early years, he

self far from a@ mora] man, and then was en- 
gaged, or soon thereafter became engaged 
in practices of a perverted character. as re- 
vealed by the testimony of the Merril] wom- 
an, which, with the cdrroboration afforded 
by other evidence in the case, appears cred- 
ible, he gave absolute credence to the tales 
told him by Miss Nesbit about White. 

“He obtained similar information as to 
White's conduct with a few other young 
women, either directly from them or through 
Miss Nesbit, all of which information was of 
the same wild and improbable character, 
evidently to any norma] mind grossly exag- 
gerated. 

“To all, however, he gave implicit belief.’ 
His mind became absolutely possessed with 
these stories. He not only believed them in 
their entirety, but he deduced from them con- 
clusions as to the practices of White far be- 
yond what such belief in a normal mind 
would warrant. From the charges separate- 
ly made by these few admittedly immoral 
women he concluded that White maintained 
several places in New York City where he 
accomplished, by force or by drugs, the ruin 
of respectable young American girls, as it 
were, by the wholesale. Such belief, to 
such extreme extent, was plainly a delusion, 


Delusions Continue Unshaken. 

** Hig delusions as to the practices of White 
were nét shaken by the failure of the in- 
vestigations made by the detectives and 
public authorities, and his delusive belief 
in his special mission continued to possess 
his mind. In that mental condition, at the 
roof garden he came into the presence of 
White, doubtless unexpectedly, and pub- 
licly shot him to death, in a spectacular and 
theatrical manner. In so doing he believed 
he was acting as the agent of Providence 
and performing a praiseworthy act, like 
that of David in slaying Goliath or St. George 
in killing the dragon.’’ 

Regarding Thaw’s suspicions of a con- 
spiracy against lin by his early counsel 
the courtesays: 

**Such belief, that is as to the purpose, /* 
was utterly without the least foundation 
and a clear delusion.” 


“Plainly History of Paranoiac.” 
“All this,’’ continues Justice Mills, “* ac- 
cording to the weight of expert testimony, 
is plainly the history of a paranoiac. This 
court concludes, therefore, that Thaw’s in- 
sanity at the commission of the homicide 
was of the kind known as paranola, and not 
at all of the ‘brainstorm '’—sdne half a 
minute before and sane half a minute after— 
variety, if any such variety really exist8. 

“The verdict of the jury was plainly war- 
ranted by the evidence, not merely as an 
expression of reasonable doubt, but even as 
an affirmative finding of the fact of insan- 
ity. p 
“It is true that the new testimony upon 
this trial introduced in behalf of the prisoner 
tends to materially vary the history of his 
early life. as above stated. Iam convinced, 
however, that in such variance it is largely 
mistaken, and that the testimony upon that 
point given at the second murder trial by 
mother, nurse, family physician, and teach- 
ers is the more credible. 

“Not Yet Recovered Sanity.” 

“SECOND CONCLUSION —Harry K. 
Thaw has not yet recovered from his insanity 
above stated and defined. This determina- 
tion is made up on the following grounds: 

**1. All the experts agree that in& case of 
true paranoia recovery is doubtful. 

‘*9 The court is disposeci to pay great re- 
spect to the opinion of the hospital authori- 
ties here—of Dr. Baker, the hospital physi- 
cian, having had actual charge of, Thaw 
there. All such authorities are public offi- 
cers with no conceivable motive except to 
do their duty. 

“g In view of leading traits of pajanola 
the lay testimony given by 80 many entirely 
respectable and credible witnesses showing 
rational conduct on the prisoner's part in the 
Tombs, at Matteawan, and in the Dutchess 
and Westchester county jails, is not of com- 
manding force. 

Defendant Alienists More Convincing. 
“4. The testimony of the alienists called 
for the defendant, as to the present condli- 
tion, seems to me, upon the whole, more con- 
vincing than that of those called for the 
prisoner. 
“5. Upon my own personal observation of 
the’ conduct of Thaw, his actions and his 
speech in the courtroom, both on and off of 
the witness stand, I have been impressed 
that he is now of unsound mind. 

“He was exceedingly nervous and fre- 
quently interrupted his counsel with sug- 
gestions. Upon his examination ft became 
evident, even by hie own admission, that he. 
holds his former,beliefs as to the evil prac- 
tices of White, just as extremely and just 
as strongly today as ever. If those beliefs 
constituted delusions in his mind when he 
committed the homicide they are the same 
now. 

‘He has no more evidence against White 
than he had then, and it is all of the same 
character and‘neither alone nor with what 
he previously had warrants his extreme con- 
victions. In the latter part of his examiina- 
tion, when he was striving mightily to de- 
fend his delusive beliefs, his facial appear- 
ange seemed to me not to be that of a sane

CLASH ON RAILWAY DEAL. 


Mikado’s Repre:entatives Accused of 


Browbeating Tactics. 


Washington, D. C.,, Aug. 12.—Emphatic 
language, with the explicit statement that 
China is suffering from a plain violation 
of treaty stipulations on the part of Japan, 
is made in a memorandum or statement 
furnished the state department today by 
the Chinese legation in regard to the issues 
arising out of the Antung-Mukden railway, 

“ It is a matter of surprise and regret, 
therefore, that Japan, relying on its mili- 
tary and naval superiority,” the memoran- 
dum. says, “ventures to override reason 


and. disregard the provisians of the Pekin 


convention.” 

- is manifest,’’ the statement continues, 
“that the object of Japan in contending 
for the reconstruction of the line fs not for 
commercial but for military and strategic 
reasons. China is already suffering much 
from the encroachments of the Japanese 
on ther powers of sovereignty in the South 
Manchurian railway, in plain violation of 
treaty stipulation. 

** With this lesson in mind, the imperial 
government was determined that a question 
of railway guards and military police should 
be discussed as soon as the negotiations 
commenced. If Japan had adopted a rea- 
sonable attitude the negotiations would 
have been long concluded. The impasse 
must, therefore, be due to Japan's obstruct- 
ive policy. 


China Thinks Attitude Correct. 


“The imperial government, convinced of 
its.correct attitude, will resume negotiations 
with Japan in the same concillatory spirit as 
before.”’ 

Bearing the date of Peking, Aug. 10, the 
memorandum reviews the recent negotia- 
tions, and the statement is made that in the 
present dispute it‘is to be noted that the im- 
perial government has shower throughout a 
conciliatory attitude. 

China has not declared the concession given 
to Japan for introducing improvements on 
the line of the Antung-Mukden railroad for- 
feited, In spite of the fact that the time limit 
for making them had expired. Inthe matter 
of widening the gauge, China has also 
yielded, although the widening, China ab 
leges, is uncalled for. 


Statement Is Made at Brussels.

The Chinese board of foreign affairs has 
telegraphed to the Chinese legation at Brus- 
gels the text of China’s circular note to the 
powers, dated Aug. 11, in which the govern- 
ment upholds its attitude Im the question of 
the Antung-Mukden railroad. © 

After tracing the history of this question 
and pointing out that China made many con- 
cessions to Japan, which still tried to throw 
upon China’s shoulders the responsibility 
for the delay in beginning the work, the note 
declares Japan’s interest in the lHne to be 
entirely strategic and in no sense economic. 

“Japan has sought unjustified aggress- 
ion,”’ the note declares, ‘“ Already in the 
question’ of South Manchuria, it has out- 
lined on several occasions the territorial 
rights of China and is trying to secure little 
by little new rights not specified in exist- 


ing treaties. 


Flagrant Attack Is Charged. 

“In the present case the attack on China’s 
rights is flagrant. China, like Japan, now 
addresses itself to the powers. It is con- 
scious that it has defended not only its own 
legitimate rights but the veritable interests 
of the powers against the pretentiions of 
Japan.”’ 

In conclusion the note says: - 

“ The interest of the powers is that no one 
shall occupy a privilege, position in Man- 
churia. China will continue as heretofore to 
be inspired by its conscience of right and a 
spirit of fidelity to existing treaties. It re- 
fuses to grant to Japan the right to place 
new troops in China and exefcise police 
functions in China. But in these negotia- 
tions China will continue to show patience 


and magnanimity.” 
MARLBOROUGHS MAY MAKE Up.

BERLIN, Aug. .13.—Telegraphing from 
Constantinople, the correspondent of the 
Tageblatt says that Turkey's answer to the 
Greek note will have the character of an 
ultimatum. He adds that the opinion now 
is that war between Turkey and Greece is 
ureavoidable and that an outbreak is near at 
hand. The forts arogund Saloniki, the cor- 

respondent declares, are ready for war. 


Talk Wholly of Conflict. 

LONDON, Aug. 13.—The Daily Telegraph's 
Constantinople correspondent says it is dif- 
ficult to discover the influences under which 
the Turkish government is acting, but that 
in military quarters the talk is wholly of 
war with Greece. 

It is asserted that the ministers of war and 
marine insist that war is the only possible 
solution of the difficulty and that Mahmoud 
Schefket Pasha, the commander of the 
troops, has told the grand vizier that if the 
present situation is prolonged he wil! resign 
because it will be impossible to calm the 
spirits of the officers and men.

AUTO AS A HUGE CANNON BALL 
MOWS DOWN ENGLISH TROOPS. 


Car Plows Through Column, Killing 
Soldier, Injuring Several, and Leav- 
ing Only 30 Out of 100 on Feet. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON. Aug. 12.—Reports have reached 
London of a peculiar motor accident near 
Trowbridge, Wiltshire, where military ma- 
neuvers are being held. A moior car be- 
longing to a London newspaper ran into a 
column of territorial troops who-were on the 
march, mowing them down more quickly 
than a volley from a battery of artillery 
could have done. 

The accident had Jess serious results than 
was at first reported, although with fuller ac- 
counts it seems wonderful that the fatalities 
were not greater. 

After work that occupied most of the night, 
104 officere and men of the Fourth City of 
London Royal Field artillery were marching 
to headquarters at Rollestone camp, Salis- 
bury plain, at about 4 o’clock this morning. 

The men were formed in a column of fours. 
They had just let one eutomobile pass when 


the newspaper car, running down hill, struck 


the rear column and plowed its way through 
the whole column, leaving only about thirty 
men on their feet. 

Only one man was killed, but another was 
so badly Injured that he is not expected to 
recover. Two were seriously and six slightly 
injured. Many were cut or bruised.

000. Besides the domestic production, the 
United States imports manufactured silk 
goods valued at $28,700,000. 

As an illustration of the volume of business 
done, the sewing machines in the United 
States require more then 26,000 miles in 
length of spool silk daily.

Infants Start on Road to Health Dur- 
ing Heat of Day. 


A new and unique method of taking care 
of sick babies during the extremely hot 
weather hae been inaugurated by the Uni- 
versity of Chicago settlement. A sort of 
*‘ rest camp " has been installed where moth- 
ers may leave their young children during 
the day with the knowledge tha they will be 
well looked after by nurses employed for 
the purpose. 

Miss Annabelle Van Horn, whois in charge 
of the ‘‘ rest camp,’’ works in conjunction 
with the nurses of the health department and 
whenever a sick or alling baby {% found the 
mother is urged to takg it to the settlement. 
None of the babies ig kept over night and 
fresh installments are given a chance to re- 
cuperate. 

“The idea is an original one,”’ said Miss 
Van Horn yesterday, ‘‘ but I believe this 
rest camp wtl]l do a great deal of good. 
Many of the women of the poorer districts 
are compelled to go out during the day to 
work. The bring their babies to us, and 
we take care of them watil they are ready 
to return. home. 

“Hundreds of babies in the tenement 
districts suffer extremely during the hot 
weather from lack of proper surroundings 
and treatment. It is our aim to alleviate 
their suffering as much as possible.’’ 

The “ rest camp ”’ Is not fn reality a camp, 
but consists of a number of hammocks 
swung on the wide verandas of the settle- 
ment house, in which the babies are placed 
during the day. Children suffering from 
, whooping cough are placed in a segregated 
portion of the veranda. 

Only babies from 1 to 3 years old are per- 
mitted at the settlement. The mothers who 
take their children to the “‘ rest camp” are 
also instructed as to the proper medicines

SAYS STATE OWNS 
RIVER FRONT LAND 


Representative Shanahan De- 
clares Suit Will Be Started 
to Recover Titles. 


FEE IS WORTH MILLIONS. 


Tract Bounded by State, North, 
South and West Water 
Streets Involved. 


The Chiperfield legislative investigating 
committee is preparing to lay claim. in be- 
half of the state of Illinois, to all of the 
real estate along both banks of the main 
channel of the Chicago river bounded by 
State, North Water, South Water, and West 
Water streets. . 

This land is about as valuable as any sim- 
ilar sized tract within Chicago's limits, and 
is occupled by dozens of firms and companies 
of first magnitude, commercially speaking. 

It is the position of the committee, accord- 
ing to Représentative David E. Shanahag, 
one of {ts members, that no title whatever 
to block after block of river front, embraced 
within the boundaries stipulated, is in exist- 
ence, that private claims to the land are 
without basis, and that the land is the prop- 
erty of the state of Illinois. 

In outlining the claim of the state to the 
river banks, from.the committee’s stand- 
point, Mr. Shanahan said no title has been 
conveyed to these grounds, except to certain, 
tracts which took advantage of the “ burnt 
records’ act of the Illinois legislature fol- 
lowing the big fire. 


Old Negotiation Recalled. 

The city council, in the early ’S0s, he said, 
acting under authority of an act of the leg- 
islature, deputized J. Y. Scammon to deal 
with property owners along North, South and 
West Water streets for the purpose of lay- 
ing good streets and to determine the true 
banks of the Chicago river. 

Mr. Scammon, it is declareci made arrange- 
ments by which the Water street lot owners 
granted an acditional twenty feet of ground 
for street purposes for which they were to 
receive title to the “ water lots’ which lay 
directly on the river banks. 

The story goes that after Mr. Scammon 
had proceeced with the negotiations to the 
point where all of the property owners were 
willing to go into the deal with the city, giv- 
ing perpetual mortgages in return for the 
water lot titlés, he found no arrangements 
hac! been made by anybody to pay him for his 
work and he ceclined to go any further with 
the business and refused to turn over the 
papers. The property owners wouldn't pay 
end neither would the city or the general as- 
sembly. 

Legal complications at this point became 
cloudy and the courts were tangled up over 
a cozen different cases affecting the matter 
in dispute. Then came the big fire and every- 
thing tangible In the way ef records and pa- 
pers went up In smoke. 

Quick Test Suit Proposed. 

Effort was made to supply title in some In- 
stances afier the fire, but the Chiperfield 
committee holds the opinion, based on in- 
formation which is in its keeping, that there 
never has been a valid conveyance of title 
from the stete or the city and that valuable 
lands which line the river from the State 
street bridge around to the Madison street 
bridge are the property of the people of the 
state. 

‘It is the committee’s purpose,”’ Mr. Shan- 
ahan said, ‘to proceed immediately with a 
test of the matter, with the codperation of 
the effice of the attogney general. Each lot 
will be considered separately and a thor- 
ough inepection of the chain of titles will be 
made until all doubt as to the ownership is 
removed.” 

The joint resolution which authorized the 
appointment of the committee and the in- 
vestigation of land titles, is sweeping in its 
terms. and acting under its authority, the 
committee expects to cause all desired wit- 
nesses to appear before it and to compel the 
production of books, papers, and other nec- 
essary documents.

‘* The United States Supreme court decided 
in 1892 that no company or corporation had 
any right to build or make land into any 
public water. and was not vested with ripa- 
rian rights in any way, as it would be ob- 
structing ndvigation.

FIRE IN AN AMUSEMENT PARK 
DESTROYS FIFTEEN BUILDINGS 


Three Thousand Picnickers Escape 
Injury in Flames Near Camden, N.

Camden, N. J., Aug. 12.—Fifteen buildings

JEALOUS GREEK SLAYS GIRL . 
AND SHOOTS SELF ON ACAR. 


Slayer Expresses Sorrow for Act and 
Says Young Woman Refused to Aoc- 
cept His Attentions. 


Maddened by jealousy, Thomas Katsnes, a 
wealthy young Greek, killed Victoria Kaw- 
alec, 22 years old, yesterday by firing. two 
bullets into her brain and then turned the 
revolver on himself and shot himself in the 
head.

After the Greek’s wound wag dineent he 
was taken to the Rawson street police sta- 
tion. When asked why he killed Miss Kaw- 
alec he said: ; 

* You know why; I loved “her. 1 was jeal- 
ous because she would have nothing to do 
with me.” 

Katsnes said he sold his restaurant about 
five months ago. He lives at 67 Tell place. 
After being questioned by Inspector Revere 
a charge of murder was placed against 
Katsnes and he was taken before Municipal 
Judge Uhlir at the West. Chicago avenue 
court. The case was continued until today to 
await the action of the coroner’s jury. Fol- 
lowing his arraignment the prisoner was 
taken to the county Jail hospital. 

“J am sorry now,’’ he said in the hospital. 
“* IT loved her so much that I was crazy when 
she refused to have me.’

WATER POWER SITES. 

Mr. Gifford Pinchot says the Taft ad- 
ministration is solemnly pledged to the 
support of the Roosevelt policies. That 
is true, but it is not obliged to adhere 
to the Roosevelt methods of carrying them 
out when there are available what it con- 
siders better methods. If the last admin- 
istration made any mistakes in its method 
of carrying out wholesome policies’ this 
administration is not bound to stand by 
them. 

The question which chiefly concerns 
the public in the event of a: change of 
methods, if there be one, will be whether 
it will affect harmfully the interests of 
the people. If not there is little to com- 
plain of. So if the cancellation by the 
present secretary of the interior of with- 
drawal orders of public lands made by 
his predecessor shal] not result in the ac- 
quisition by a water power trust of sites 
which it would not otherwise have been 
able to get hold of, there would be noth- 
ing to which exception could properly be 
taken. ss 

If certain withdrawal orders of Secre- 
tary Garfield were illegal, as the attorney 
general says they were, they ought to be 
rescinded. It is true, as Mr. Pinchot 
eays, that laws should not have all the 
virtue squeezed out of them by rigid con- 
struction, but the other extreme should 
also be avoided. Manifest violence should 
not be done to a law, even to promote a 
good policy. 

It is not the function of the executive 
department to legislate. If it shall find 
that existing laws do not protect fully 
the interests of the people it should ask 
eongress for laws that will protect them. 
The acting commissioner of the general 
land office says that no rights to exploit 
water powers have been granted to indi- 
viduals or corporations since the present 
secretary of the interior came into office 
and that all entries covering water power 
sites are being held up to await the action 
of congress. Then it is to congress that 
those who wish to preserve the sites for 
the people should address themselves. 
There should be no delay about enacting 
the needed legislation.

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MPPROR FRANCIS JOSEPH is the 
only monarch of Europe who has.seen 
fit to order his court into mourning 
for the death of the Spanish pretend- 
er, Don Carlos, and as the foreign em- | 

bassies at Vienna form part and parcel of the 
Austrian court, the Spanish ambassador has 
found himself under the obligation of putting 
himself, his staff, and his household inta 
mourning for the sake of a prince who con- 
tested the right of his, the ambassador's, 
sovereign, to the throneof Spain. The dura- 
tion of the mourning was for eight days, and 
must be attributed to the ties of kinsman- 
ship of the late pretender to the house 
Hapsburg. For his mother, who died no 
so long ago in a convent, was the archduchess 
Beatrice of Austria, and through her he was 
a grandson of Archduke Francis, the penulti- 
mate sovereign duke of Modena. Moreover, 
one of the daughters of Don Carlos, Princess 
Blanche, has become an Austrian arch- 
duchess, through her marriage to Archduke 
Leopold Salvator, who, however, did not put 
in an appearance at his father-in-law’s 
funeral. 

The interment, by permission of Emperor 
Francis Joseph, took place in the ancient 
cathedral of San Giusto at Trieste, parts of 
which date from the fifth and sixth cen- 
turies of the Christian era, and which is re- 
markable for its numerous relics of Byzan- 
tine art. Don Carlos now rests there, be- 
side his first wife, Dona Marguerite of Bour- 
bon, daughter of Charles III., duke of Par- 
ma, through whom he inherited the great 
wealth of his later years. Others buried 
‘there are his father, Don Juan;‘his uncle, 
the second Don Carlos, Comte de Monte- 
molin, and the first and original Don Carlos, 
who used to go by the name of the count of 
Molina. The vault in which the bodies of the 
three Don Carlos, of Don Juan, and of their 
consorts He is beneath the stone floor and 
just in front of the altar of the last chapel, 
nearest the grand entrance, on the left side 
of the nave of the basilica, and it is there, 
too, that Don Jaime will repose, unless the 
improbable occurs, and he is led, by the 
overthrow of King Alfonso through some 
anarchist or revolutionary outbreak, to em- 
bark upon a successful endeavor to re- 
establish a monarchical form of government, 
with himself as ruler. In that case he natur- 
ally would rest, along with the other defunct 
kings of Spain, in those wonderful and world 
famed vaults of the Escurial near Madrid.

Michael Hicks-Beach, whose engagement 
to Miss Brocklehurst, the daughter of Capt. 
Henry D. Brocklehurst of Sudeley. castle, 
Gloucestershire, just has been announced, is 
member of parliament for Tewkesbury and 
the only son and heir of that Viscount St. 
Aldwyn who, as Sir Michael Hicks- Beach, 
was in turn secretary for Ireland, secretary 
of state for the colonies, and chancellor of 
the exchequer. Lord St. Aldwyn, who spent 
some time in the United States in the fall of 
1905, before being raised to the house of 
lords, is a typical tory of the old school, and 
an ultra-conservative in all his notions. He 
entered parliament considerably more than 
forty years ago, when most of the members 
of the present administration were still boys 
at school, and some of them, like the present 
chancellor of the exchequer, were stil] in 
frocks and pinafores in the nursery. He 
generally is understood to have been in- 
debted for his early appointment to office to * 
the fact that his extraordinary reticence and 
cgid, reserved, and aloof manner attracted 
the attention of Lord Beaconsfield at a din- 
mer and created an impression upon the fa- 
mous Tory leader. 

Tall and spare, Lord St. Aldwyn remains, 
in spite of his 72 years, as straight as a pop- 
lar. He has a thin, refined face, with high, 
delicate forehead, on which the hair curls 
slightly. The nose iestraight, and the mouth 
hard, with the expression of a man ac- 
customed to bitter thoughts. His once dark 
beard, which, together with his expression, 
caused him to be nicknamed “ Black Mich- 
ael’’ by his fellow members in parliament, 
now has turned gray. When he was in the 
lower house he would sit by the hour strok- 
ing his beard, pecking at it with his long. 
nervous fingers, without exchanging a word 
with his colleagues or neighbors.

Chicago, Aug. 10.—[{ Editor of The Tribune.] 
—It seems to me there is nothing to which so 
Httle attention is given ae the habit of stam- 
mering and other speech impediments. Prob- 
ably stammering is more distressing than 
most of the afflictions to which mankind is 
subject. It is a habit which is continually 
gnawing at the heart and mind of those so ef- 
flicted. 

There are state institutions for the edu- 
cation of the blind, deaf and dumb, and crip- 
pled; .61 of whom are dependent upon the 
state or city for continual support, because 
there is little or no chance for recovery. 
But it is different with stammering; it is a 
habit that can be cured in from six to ten 
weefts’ time with natural, scientific meth- 
| ods of instruction. Therefore it can be seen 
easily what great good an institution for 
the cure of stammering would do, and yet 
the stammerers would not be dependent upon 
the institution for more than ten weeks, at 
the end of which time they could be dis- 
missed cured. 

Thousands of dollars are being spent year- 
ly by the stammerers to obtain relief, but 
without result. Traveling quacks and 
charlatans are going about preying upon 
the unfortunate ones. They present their 
proposition to cQ@re in such a cunning man- 
ner that the stammerer cannot help but think 
a wonder worker has come to him. He pays 
a handsome sum to this pretender, who 
gives him but one lesson, and then leaves 
the town without notice, only to seek vic- 
tims in other parts. 

I hope there will be an institution for the 
cure of stammering established in this state 
before long. When this is done our great 
state will have something of which no other 
state can boast.

| FRESHMEN FALL iY HAYSIDE 


Seventy-five Will Be Dropped 
from University Next Fall. 


SHORT ON “HONOR POINTS.” 


New Move Intended to Promote Higher 
Scholastic Standing. 


“Forward passes don’t go in clagses for 
you've got to study to stay,’’ runs a verse 
of a song in the latest Blackfriar comic 
opera, and the University of Chicago deans 
have acted on that idea. According to Dean 
George E. Vincent’s announcement yester- 
day, seventy-five freshmen 
will be informed that they need not attempt 
to register next fall. 

The ruling which is at the basis of the 
“ weeding out” of students whose scholar- 
ship is not what the professors think it 
should be is known as the “honor point 
system.”’ By this provision, it is not enough 
for students to obtain a passing grade, as 
formerly. They must pass “ with honor;”’ 
and the ‘amount of honor is prescribed. 

“It used to be at the option of the deans 
just who should be dropped at the end of 
each year,”” gaid Dean Marion Talbot. 
“Though we never showed favoritism, at 
the same time we felt that there should be 
a hard and fast rule applicable to cases of 
deficient scholarship. As it works, now, 
there i@, no appeal. Tears and hard luck 
stories are of no avail. We do not reverse 
our votes,” 


Approved by President Judson. 

“The student must get nine honor points a 
year, which is the equivalent to a grade of C 
minus, in order to remain in the university,” 
said President Judson. “ We dropped sev- 
enty-five freshmen this year—more students 
than were dismissed altogether last year. 
The action ts in accord with the policy of the 
university to raise its scholarship standard.”’ 

Since becoming president Dr. Judson has 
taken a stand advocating a high scholastic 


standing provision. In his latest annual re- 
port he makes a plea for better rather than 
more students, 

It is estimated that considerably more than 
100 undergraduates have failem under the 
faculty ban. Most of these are of the fresh- 
man and sophomore classes, 

Athletes are hit hard by the rule, and are 
making strenuous efforts to get above in their 
work so that they may compete, 


Clamp Put Down Tighter. 

Wiliam P. MacCracken, student spokes- 
maf whad this to say: 

“The faculty is putting the clamp down 
tighter and tighter every year—especially 
for those students who want to participate in 
activities at the university. I suppose the 
deans seek to discourage the tendency here 
toward ‘honor grabbing.’ They have fixed it 
now so that a man has to give more time to 
his studies and less to the diversions of col- 
lege life. The rules, while stricter all around, 
are particularly severe on those who want to 
go into athletics, Sramattes, Sebdating, and 
such activities.”’

Trend in Money Is Toward Firmer 
Quotations on Call and Time,

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—[Special.J—The ex- 
ecution of heavy buying orders for London 
} account, together with further urgent short 
covering of the kind which prompted the 
sharp advance in prices on Wednesday night, 
combined te make the forenoon part of to- 
day's stock market session notable both in 
point of activity and strength. 

London bought Union Pacific in quantity 
and it was this stock also in which short cov- 
ering was most urgent. It is quite probable 
that a considerable portion of London buy~- 
ing of Union Pacific really originated with 
professiona!] traders on this side, This ele- 
ment, harking back to the August Harr!i- 
man dividend declarations of 1906, appeared 
to be unwilling to expose themselves to 
losses which they suffered at that time, 
when the Union Pacific dividend abruptly 
advanced to 10 per cent and Southern Pacifig 
payment to 5 per cent. 

It has been expected that the meetings of 
the boards of these two roads would be held 
today and that ‘‘ something *’ would follow 
in the way of good news which would put the 
stocks up. Asa matter of fact no quorums 
were obtainable for the meetings, which 
were consequently put over until next week. 
As news of this postponement circulated the 
buying of Harriman shares became less ur- 
gent, and with speculative requirements sat- 
isfied for the time being and the London pur- 
chases out of the way the market became iIr- 
regular and so continued to the close of the 
day. 

Consistent Strength Shown.

In parts of Nebraska and also 
in Oklahoma and southern Kansas it was claimed 
corn wes firing badly, but a few days ago it was 
stated that the crop in the southern part of the 
belt was Practically made. Rains were scattered, 
some sections not having any precipitation at all, 
and showers were light in nearly all directions. 
Unsettled conditions are predicted, and a general 
rain would probably dispose of all damage claims 
for the present at least. Estimates of 50 per cent 
in parts of Nebraska, rain or no rain, were regard- 
ed as exaggerated. 


Inglis wired Logan-Bryan from Marshalltown, 
Ia.: *‘In northern lowa corn is good; will run 25 
to 35 bu. Quality promises good. Very hot.’

MILLIONS FOR WATERWAYS 
CALLED A GOOD INVESTMENT. 


John A. Fox Comes to Chicago to Urge 
Activity on Behalf of Government 
Aid. 


The waterways movement, from the view- 
point of the national rivers and harbors con- 
gress, was brought before Chicago yesterday 
by the arrival of John A. Fox, special di- 
rector of the organization. Since the meet- 
ing of the congress in Washington last De- 
ceinber Mr. Fox has been traveling in the 
south and west seeking to awaken enthus!i- 
asm for thé appropriation by the govern- 
ment of more money to develop navigable 
watervays. He is at the Union League club 
and will remain in the city for more than a 
week. 

The appropriation by congress of the 
$500,000,000 asked for by the waterways ad- 
vocates last winter was urged by Mr. Fox at 
the Chicago Association of Commerce as a 
dividend paying investment. 

‘It is simply good business to issue the 
bonds and complete the various waterway 
channels needed,’ he said. 

‘ Vegsels with 610,000 tons capacity Iie Idle 
five months in the year on the great lakes. 
Every one could be carried down empty 
through a fourteen foot channel from tha 
lakes to the gulf and made to do service 
carrying freight from gulf points to South 
and Central America. Thousand ton barges 
could trade up and down this channel, saving 
immense sums In freight charges.’’

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Worth shore real estate valuations occu- 
pied the attention of the board of review 
most of yesterday. There has been a great 
déal of building on the north side in the vi- 
cinity of the Wilson avenue terminal of the 
Northwestern elevated road, and many of 
the owners of these buildings were anxious 
“te have a lower valuation placed upon them 
than that fixed by the board of assessors. 

E. T. Bhellaberger, who owns the Patting- 
ton apartments, 1632 to 1664 Graceland ave- 
nue, and also the Pattington Annex at 41 to 
61 Bittersweet place, obtained a reduction 
of $52,500 on the value of his buildings. The 
building at 1632 Graceland avenue was val- 
ved by the assessors at $38,500, which was 
cut to $28,000 by the board of review. The 
buildings at 1638 to 1664 Graceland were val- 
ued by the board of assessors at $236,500, ana 
they were reduced to $200,000 by the board 
of review. The Bittersweet place building 
was valued at $31,000 by the assessors, which 
valuation was cut to $26,000 by the reviewers. 


Wins for His Clients. 

Cc. 8S. Wagner appeared before the board in 
the interest of several! clients and obtained 
considerable reductions in the value of build-. 
ings owned by the persons whom he repre- 
sented. Richard Boéricke, one of his clients, 
Was assessed $19,500 on the three story 
apartment building at. 52-54 St. James place, 
and this value was cut to $15,000. Mr. Boe- 
-vricke was also assessed $28,000 on the four 
. gtory apartment building at 48-50 St. James 
place, and this value the reviewers reduced 
to $18,000. On the three story apartment 
building at 281-200 Lake View avenue he was 
assessed $24,000, but the members of the 
board of review set the value at $20,000 in- 
stead, and they also reduced the value of 
the three story apartment building at the 
northwest corner of Belle Plaine and South- 
port avenues from $19,500 to $15,000. 

Another client of Mr. Wagner, L. A. Bent- 
ley, got a reduction from the board from 
$10,125 to $6,000 on the apartment building 
et 2622 Evanston avenue. Still another re- 
duction was obtained by the same man for 
George T. Schuster on the apartment build- 
ing at 1865-1867 Diversey boulevard. This 
bullding was assessed by the board of as- 
sessors at $30,500 and the board of review 
reduced the figure to $25,000. 


Gets Second Reduction. 

Because Wilder A. Pickard’s building at 
1204-1296 Ravenswood Park avenue was not 
completed on April 1, the board of review re- 
duced the valuation of $34,000 placed on it by 
the assessors to $14,000. Harry Channon ob- 
tained a reduction from the board of reviea 
in 1907 on the value of his apartment build- 
ing at 1203 to 1309 Ainslie street from $29.00u 
to $27,500, and this year when the assessors 
taxed him at the reviewer's 1907 figure he 
complained again and got another reduction 
to $22,000. 

Representatives of the Illinois Malleable 
Iron company appeared before the board with 
two complaints. The plant of the company is 
on Paulina street between Diversey boule- 
vard and Oakdale avenue, and was assessed 
at $350,000 by the assessors. The board of re- 
view reduced the value to $21,000. 


Estate Must Pay More. 

Sarah L. Utt was assessed by the assessors 
at $7,500 on persona! property, but an in- 
ventory of her estate having been filed with 
the probate court on July 1, it was seen that 
there was at least. $100,000 of property, of 
which §25,000 was assessable personal prop- 
erty. This valuation was placed-upomn it by 
the reviewers. 

The board of review yesterday heard the 
complaint of the Fair department store 
against the valuation and penalty given it by 
the board of assessors. The assessment was 
for $200,000 and the penalty 50 per cent of that 
amount, bringing the total to $1,200,000. Den- 
nis Colbert, representing the Fair. declared 
that he had filed a schedule of $674.100, which 
Was smaller than the schedule of $718,700 
filed last year. The board took off the pen- 
alty. but left the assessment at $800,000.

DAY GIVES LEGAL OPINION. 


Bloomers Barred in Examination of 
Young Women Athletes, 


—_—_— 


Any lingering hopes friends of Dr. B. J. 
Cigrand might have had that the library 
board would find a way to appoint him li- 
brarian without a contest with other candi- 
dates under civil service supervision were 
quenched yesterday when Clyde L. Day, as- 
sistant corporation counsel, wrote an opinion 
that the civil service law is in full force and 
effect so far as the position is concerned. 

Robert J. Roulston last week asked Corpo- 
ration Counsel Brundage for an opinion 
whether -the recent reénactment of the li- 
brary law for the elmination of certain tech- 
nical faults had not invalidated the civil serv- 
ice law so far as the office of librarian is 


concerned. 

There was no intimation that the board de- 
sired to appoint Dr. Cigrand, who was con- 
sidered a candidate for a short time after the 
retirement of Fred Hild, but if any member of 
the board had such a thought in mind it was 
set back by Mr. Day’s opinion, which was ap- 
proved by Mr. Brundage. 

Mr. Day found his principal authority in 
the attitude of the Supreme court toward the 
board of local improvements. 


Under Civil’Service Law. 

“The act creating the board of local im- 
provements was passed two years after the 
civil service act went into effect,” he said, 
“and by section 98 of the local improvement 
act that board was given power to appoint an 
attorney, engineers, clerks, etc., in terms 
similar to those contained in the amendment 
to the library act. If the effect of a new law 
be given to the amendment tothe library act, 
then both the board of local improvements 
and the library board derive their power of 
appointment by an act of the legislature 
passed after the adoption of the civil service 
act and both boards stand on the same basis 
with. reference to appointments. 

“In view of the decision of the Supreme 
court holding that removals by the board of 
local improvements are controlled by the 
civil service act, I am of the opinion that 
appointments by the library board are re- 
stricted and limited by the provisions of the 
civil service act to those persons who have 
become eligible to appointment under the 
provisions of the civil service act, and that 
the library board has power to appoint as 
librarian only a person who has become 
eligible to appointment under the civi! serv- 
ice act and who has been certified to the 
library board by the civil service commission 
as eligible for appointment.”’ 


Merit Board Bars Bloomers. 

Bloomers and gymnasium shoes were barred 
by the civil service commission from the 
physical examination of thirty-nine appli- 
cants for places of athletic directresses for 
the city small parks. President Elton 
Lower declared such equipment would give 
some candidatés unfair advantages over 
others, and directed the young women to 
wear ordinary street dress in going through 
the tests for their muscularity and agility. 

The examination was held behind doors 
guarded by a policeman, and everything pos- 
sible was done to spare the applicants em- 
barrassment. Mr. Lower said he might ask 
his associates to pass a rule preventing here- 
after the publication of applicants’ names 
until examinations have been held. Some of 
the young women. he said, had been 
“teased” by their friends. 

* Cleaning day ’’ was marked by less activ- 
ity than it was a year ago. Michael J. 
Doherty, superintendent of streets, and Pau! 
Redieske, deputy commissioner of public 
works, made tours of different wards. They 
found children, women, and men at work in 
many places, but there was not an abundance 
of enthusiasm. It was hoped there would be 
a large increase of interest this year.
